AnAlert was activated on Aug. 5 for the toddler, who was
found within an hour on the west side of Des Moines with her
mother’sformer boyfriend. Law-enforcement officialswere still
finalizing detailsto be released in the case when the child was
recovered and the Alert was canceled. lowa L ottery officials, who
were waiting to receive the details when the Alert was cancel ed,
decided at that point not to cause confusion by issuing informa-
tion to players and retailers.

lowa'sAmber Alert system is activated when the State Patrol
reports that a child has been abducted and is in danger of being
harmed. The lowa Lottery was part of the team that devel oped
lowa'sAmber Alert system and team |eaders met after theAug. 5
Alert to review the process. While team members agreed that the
system overall worked smoothly, some adjustmentswill helpin
thedistribution of information.

When an Amber Alert isissued, the lottery plansto provide
information to the public about the emergency notification
through three main sources:

—Any or al parts of the
defective ticket, along with the
REPRINT ticket and Control
Number, must be returned to
thelottery intheretailer
settlement envelope.

—When the lottery receives
the defective ticket and the
REPRINT ticket, we' Il examine
it and then issue credit to the
retailer for the cost of the
ticket. You can't receive credit
if you don’t follow thefirst
three steps!

If theticket isprinted correctly
by theterminal, but theclerk
or theplayer makesanerror:

—Call the SGI hotlineto report
the problem and correct ticket
information. A Control Number
will be provided.

—Remember, theticket isstill
valid and can be sold. If you
can't sell theticket, validateit
for any prizeswon on the ticket
after al draws have passed.
Then send the ticket and the
control number to the lottery in
theretailer settlement envelope.
Thelottery will credit you for
the cost of the ticket less any
winnings.

Themost common reasonsfor
denying credit:

1) Theretailerdidnotcall SGI.

2) Noticket or play was sent
to the lottery.

In short, if you don’t follow the
steps outlined above, you are out
of luck!

Think about this: why not sell the
ticket? Unlessthe problem ticket
isamutilated ticket, why not try
to sl it to one of your other
customers? Especially during
busy, high-jackpot times, your
customersmay bemorewillingto

take that ticket than stand in line.g

The customer display unitsat lottery retailerswill be
reprogrammed during an Alert to show information about the case.

The lottery will use its statewide system of sales and
validation terminals to send messages about the Amber Alert case to
the 2,200 retailers that sell lotto and instant-scratch ticketsin lowa.

TheAmber Alert was created in Texasin 1996 after 9-year-old
Amber Hagerman was kidnapped whileriding her bicycleinArling-
ton, asuburb of Dallas, and later murdered.
